Jack E. Engelhardt, 73, formerly of 
Battle Creek, died recently at Ar- 
rowood Nursing Center.

At one time, he was president of 
the State Beekeepers Association and 
organized several beekeepers associ- 
ations in the state. He was affiliated 
with Christ Evangelical Church of 
Sagertuwn and was a former member 
of the Grange and Odd Fellows 
Lodge. 
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
